UNIVERSITY'S TWO MILLION

In one of the finest races seen at the 
Henley Regatta for many years, the Berlin 
Rowing CMb were heaten on Friday last 
by London R.C., the holders, and ulti- 
mate winners, in the semi-final of the 
Grand Challenge Cup. This intelligence 
must have recalled to an older generation 
of Cork citizens the “epic” final heat 
for the International Cup at the regatta 
held in that city in 1902 in connection with 
the Irish International Exhibition. This 
cup was presented by Lord Chief Justice 
O’Brien, and attracted an entry which 
was both large and representative. includ- 
ing eights from the three local clubs, 
Cork, Shandon and Lee; from Shannon 
and Athlunkard, Limerick clubs : from 
Derry. - Bann. Dublin Metropolitan 
(a crew picked from the Liffev clubs). 
Dublin University; from. Emmanvel 
College, Oxford; from Third Trinity. 
Cambridge: from a Scottish crew, from 
Leander and Berlin Rowing Club. The 
last mentioned came to Cork with forty- 
six successive victories to their credit in 
English and Continental regattas durinz 
that summer, and so jealous were they of 
this “record” that they had refused fo 
race at Henlev on the grounds that the

The Germans” series of victories was 
continued in the heats for the Inter- 
national Cup, in every one of which they 
finished leading by several lengths, with 
the cox looking over his shoulder at beaten 
and exhausted crews. News of every such 
triumph was sent by telegram to the 
Emperor, whose brother Prince Henry of 
Prussia, was amongst the spectators; and 
at length the final was reached, with only | 
Leander between them and the coveted 
trophy. Berlin were favourites for the 
event. The salmon-pink flag of the 
English club, however, is to the rowing 
world what the tri-colour of the M.C.C. is 
among cricketers, and, when confronted by 
an international challenge, the club picks 


a representative eight, and does not 
scruple to take the best men from college 
and club crews thoughout England. Thus 
it was that every man in the Leander boat 
on that day had once rowed in one or other 
eight over the famous course from Putney 
to Mortlake. Starting in Lough Mahon 
and rowing up the Lee, Berlin led by a 
clear length with half the course rowed. 
Within sight of home, however, the 
Enclish cox gave the signal pre-arranged, 
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grounds, in which he will be one day laid 
to rest. 

Some time ago he pacified thé Italian 
Government ting this extra- 
ordinary home to the nation as a museum 
after his death. In the Manifesto in 
which he made this gift he declared 
that it bore his personal imprint in every 
room; for, said he, '“I have founded a 
theatre and workshops to renew the 
ancient Italian arts. I hammer iron, 
blow glass, interpret the. mysterious 
recipes of Catherine Sforza, and distil 
subtle perfumes.”” The gift is given, he 
said, “ for the sake of the living who are 
awakening and of the dead who are 
watching.” 


The Latest Fashion. 


I have not yet seen in Dublin any 
of the large hats which called forth pro- 
tests at Wimbledon, but, doubtless, they 
are on their way. It is strange’ that this 
form of headgear should have been revived 
at a time when women are so keen on 
athletics. However, the edict has been 
issued, and other considerations. must give 
way to it. Theatrical managers will be 
obliged to resurrect the notices of twenty- 
five years ago, requesting the owners of 
picture hats to remove them so as to 
give others a view of the stage. Even 
when these creations were taken off they 
did not cease. to be a source of irritation, 
because the owners pinned them to the 
backs of the seats, making the narrow 
passages between the rows of stalls more 
difficult to negotiate than usual. 

The only person who ever attempted to 
prove that there was more than mere 
caprice behind the vagaries of fashion was 
the German philosopher Lotze (1817-1881). 
He propounded the theory that we prolong 
the consciousness of our personal existence 
into any foreign substance brought into 
contact with our own bodies. For instance, 
we grow taller with high headgear, move 
more easily with fluttering laces and 
ribbons, and derive vigour from the resist- 
ance of a tight band or belt. We art more 
keenly alive to a new sensation than to one 
with which we have been for long familiar: 
hence, in order that clothes may yield us 
the maximum of pleasant feeling, they 
must not be too familiar in shape, colour 
and cut. It is, therefore, mecessary, ac- 
cording to this theory, to have not only 
new clothes, but continually changing 
styles of clothes.

CORK HOSPITAL’S CLAIM. | 

On the report stage of the Public Charitable 
Hospital (Amendment) Bill 

Mr. LINEHAN moved an amendment pro- 
viding that St. Patrick’s Hospital for Cancer 
and Consumption, Wellington road, Cork, be 
included among institutions which are to 
benefit by the Act. He said that the hospital 
had seventy-five beds, and that forty per 
cent. of the patients there were so far 
improved that they were able to earn a 
livelihood. 
| Mr. O'CONNOR § seconded, and Mr. 
BARRINGTON supported the amendment. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, said that he had seen documents 
relating to the hospital, and he was satisfied 
that if the hospital authorities applied they 
would come under the scheme of distribution. 

Mr. LINEHAN said he was satisfied, and 
the amendment was by leave withdrawn. 

DISTRIBUTION OF FUND. 

Mr. CONNOLLY moved an amendment 
providing that the Committee of Reference, 
after consultation with the Minister, should 
have discretion as to the distribution of the 
fund. A great number of people in the 
Senate, he said, agreed that it was not 
desirable from the point of view of the 
Department of Local Government, nor from 
the point of view of that House, that power 
as to distribution should rest in the hands 
of the individual Minister. It might involve 
the Minister in serious conflict with different 
Lodies throughout the country. 

The MacGILLYCUDDY supported the 
amendment. 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that he did not 
see why the Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health should have power to 
spend this momey outside the purview of his 
own office.

& more moderate amendment had already 
been rejecved. If there was a difference of 
cpinion between the Minister and the Com- 
mittee of Reference, who would decide which 
view was right? The idea of the amend- 
ment was unworkable. 

Mr. JOHNSON supported the amendment 
because it gave grounds for the hope that 
some attempt would be made at co-ordination 
of hospital work. 

Mr.O’DOHERTY said that the require- 
ments of the State-aided hospitals must 
depend on the development of other hospitals 
in the neighbourhood that were getting Bas 
fits from the sweepstakes funds. For 
instance, it would not be necessary to have 
two X-ray plants in a small town—one in 
the county home and another in the county 
infirmary. : 

The amendment was lost on a division by 
twenty-eight votes to nine, and the report 
stage of the bill was passed.

THE GRAND CANAL. 


MEMORIES OF BYGONE 
| DAYS. 


-“ 


N. the year 1765 subscriptions were solicited 
| from the Irish public for the floating 
of the Grand Canal as a public company. 
The capital subscribed was £100,000, later to 
be raised, first to £150,000, and then to 
£200,000. The stock was bought up readily, 
and the people of that period talked of going 
into “ Canals ” as to-day we talk of going 
into “ Motors ’’ or “Oils.” In 1783 the com- 
pany was “ Incorporated by Charter,’’ and 
tremendous benefits were promised to the 
country as soon as the work of construction 
was completed. The bogs were to be drained 
by the canal, leaving the desolate marshes to 
be turned into green fields. No more would 
the rivers overiine their banks, if the canal 
was in their neighbourhood; for it would take 
cff the surplus water; and the trade of the 
country was to be stimulated as the result of 
a safe, speedy and cheap means of communi- 
cation. 

In 1783 the first passenger boat ran between 
the company's depot at Portobello Harbour 
and Sallins; in 178 it was extended to 
Monasterevan, and in 1791 to Athy. The first 
parcel boats apparently did not start opera- 
tions till a year or two later. They were 
named the Duchess of Rutland and the 
Friendly Brothers. The Duke of Rut- 
land was not appointed Lord Lieutenant 
till 1784. , 


SHAREHOLDERS’ NAMES. 


The passenger boats, like the bridges across 
the canal, were named after the first share- 
holders; thus the first six boats were the 
Macartney, the Harberton, the Griffith, the 
Huband, the Hatch and the Millicent, while 
the bridges were Magray, McKenny, Huband, 
Macartnev, Charlemont, La Touche. etc., a 
practice followed by the Royal Canal on its 
inception forty years later. 

The boats were like Noah’s ark, the cabin 
being divided into first and second class 
compartments, with a row of seats down 
each side, and a table down the centre. No 
smoking was allowed on the boat, and the 
deck on the roof of the cabin was reserved 
for first class passengers only. Dogs had 
to be paid for as if they were passengers, 
while servants in livery were not allowed 
into the first class quarters. 

Another interesting by-law was that no 
gaming was to be me on beard on Sun- 
days, and if a breach of the law occurred, 
the master of thé boat was fined £2 2s. for 
each offence. Unruly passengers were put 
ashore without waiting for the nearest town 
or considering the convenience of the dis- 
turber of the peace. 

Travelling through the country at three or 
four miles an hour, if slow, must have been 4 
comfortable and certain way of reaching 
one's destination, while thé number of passen- 
gers (there were 45 Ist class and 2nd 
class) added variety of companionship to the 
monotony of the scenery. 


PLAIN FARE, 


Meals could be obtained on board, but 
owing to the limited accommodation for cook- 
ing the dinner always consisted of boiled 
mutton and turnips. The first class charges 
for meals were :— 

Breakfast (with eggs), 1s. 1d. ; dinner (with 
small beer), ls. 74d.; porter, per bottle, 5d. ; 
cider, 10d.; port, per pint bottle, 1s. 4d.; 
sherry, ls. 74d. ; Ee si ls. 74d. 

No spirits were allowed te be sold on 
board, while meat was served every day with- 
out alternatives, whether it were a fast day 
or a feast day. The charges for the sécond 
class fare were slightly lower, while 
the odd amounts charged (viz., dinner 
Is. Tid.) were due to the rate of 
exchange between the English and 
irish currencies. 

Three boats ran in and out of Portobello 
every day, and the fare from Portobello to 
Tullamore was 10s. 10d. first-class and 
os. Ilgd. second-class, with proportionate 
iares for intermediate stages. . 

The canal was certainly laid out with a 
‘lew to being impregsive and at the same 
time giving an unequalled service to the 
passengers. It was built twice as wide as 
was usnal in such undertakings, while the 
hotels were the last word in eighteenth and 
curly nineteenth century comfort. When at 
a later period a demand arose for a speedier 
means of communication, the company com- 
plied with the ‘‘ fly-boat,’’ which, drawn by 
three or four horses, was capable of travelling 
at nine miles per hour. 

rhe fly-boats. were unprotected from the 
weather as they had no roofs: they were 
uncomfortable and cramped, being only half 
the width of the old boats; nor could meals 
be found on board owing to lack of accom- 
inodation, so that, in spite of the demand for 
speed, the new boats did not obtain that 
vepularity which the company’s enterprise 
leserved. 1 

Thé Grard Canal was a magnificent enter- 
prise which it was hoped would develop thé 
country and bring back the then decgyin 
prosperity of an epech which was abnest 
past. 1 wonde: há many of those whó 
walk up the Canal banks of a summer even- 
ing realise that the trees lining their walk 
are there to-day only because of a change 
as startling as that he the fly-boat to the 
mail train; for those trees were planted with 
A view to their being turned into water 
pipes when full grown. Dublin in those days 
did not know of earthenware or iron pipés, 
but only of hollowed-out tree trunks.

Joseph Loth, of the Académie des Inscriptious 
et Belles Lettres, the great Celtic scholar. 
A reception in honour of the Delegates 
was held at the Collége de France, during 
which thé inaugural address was read by 
Mons. Joseph Bédier, Administrator, and in 
the evening the distinguished guests were 
entertained: to dinner by the Municipality of 
Paris. The President of the Municipal 
Council, and thé Comtesse de Castellane, 
acted as host and hostess, with the assist- 
ance of Mons. Victor Bucaille, “ Syndic ” of 
the Manicipal Council. About four hundred 
guests were present at this banquet, the 
first to be held in the Hotel de Ville since 
the war. 
No speeches were delivered during this 
banquet. An orchestra played during the 
meal. and during the evening a further musi- 
cal programme was rendered, in the course 
of which some of the most renowned singers 
from the Grand Opera took part. 


THE NEW PRESIDENT. 


A solemn meeting also was held in the great 
Amphitheatre of the Sarbonne, Monsieur 
Doumer, the newly-elected President of the 
Republic, taking the chair. lt was his first 
public appearance since his election, and 
seated next to him was the Administrator of 
the Collége de France, while other members 
ot the five branches of the /nstitut de France 
were grouped around, their black uniforms, 
embroideréd with green olive leaves, lend- 
ing a sombre note to the scene. One 
by one the delegates of the various 
academies were admitted in order of 
seniority, first the academies, followed by 
the universities; thus the delegate of the 
Royal Academy dei Lincei of Rome was the 
first to preseat his address to the President 
of the Republic, that of the Royal Irish 
Academy veing one of the next to ioilow him. 

The sight of ‘all the foreign representatives 
as they came into the hall, garbed in their 
academic robes, is not one to be soon for- 
gotten. The body sent by the University oí 
Coimbra (Portugal) was the most striking on 
account of the varied hues of the gowns, 
quaint taaselled caps and huge satin hoods 
worn by its members. 

After the presentation of the addresses, 
speeches were delivered by the Rector of the 

niversity of Paris in the name of all the 
French universities; Signor Ghigi, Rector of 
the University of Bologner; Mons. Millerand, 
late President of the Republic, President of 
the Institute de France, for the Academie des 
Sciences Morales et Politiques; Mons. Widor, 
for the Academie des Beaux Arts; Mons. 
Lacroix for the Academie des Inscriptions et 
Belles Lettres, and Mons. Hanotaux for the 
Academie Francaise. 

Mons. Joseph Bedies then returned thanks 
on behalf of the College de France for the 
part taken by foreign academies and univer- 
sities in the celebrations of their centenary, 
and Mons. Mario Roustan, Minister of Public 
Instruction and Fine Arts, brought the 
speeches to a close with a brief. but eloquent, 
one of his own, which was a revelation even 
to his cdileagues. 

During this function. to winch over a 
thousand privileged guests were invited, a 
choir composed of some two hundred pupils of 
the Conservatoire National de Musique, under 
the direction of Mons. R. Busser, director of 
the Orchestra of the Grand Overa, rendered 
various sélections from the French musical 
compesitions of the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries. 


A GRAND BANQUET. 


On the evening of Friday the College de 
France gave a banquet at the Hotel Claridge 
in honour of the dileestes, and speeches of 
not more than two minutes’ duration were de- 
livered by the representatives 
thirty-four nations. Although the Royal Irish 
Academy took precedence of other Irish institu- 
tions its representative, the Marquess MacSwiney 
of Mashanagiass, and the representative of 
the National University, Dr. Denis Coffey, 
agteed that the delegate from Trinity College, 
Dublin, should speak in their name, in con- 
sideration of ‘I'rinity’s séniority of founda- 
tion. Speaking for his colleagues, Mr. 
Harmsworth said that ‘‘ he regarded it as a 
high honour and privilege to be présent on 
so historic an occasion, and it was so 
regarded, he knew, by the other eminent 
Irish répresentatives present—Dr. Coffey for 
the National University, and the Marquess 
MacSwiney for the Royal Irish Academy 

“here was a common ancestry between a 
large part of the French and Irish nations, 
and in more recent times many Irishmen had 
risen to positions of great influence in 
France, and Frenchmen had 
families of notable distinction in Ireland. 

“He wished the 
career as beneficent and 
future as that of its 
hundred years.”’ 

This speech made an excellent impression 
upon the audience, and was greeted with 
unanimous applause. On the next day the 
delegates were taken tv see the Castle of 
Fontainebleau, the castle of Francois L., 
founder of the College de France. At 
Barbizon, the famous village, where Corot and 
so many great French painters of the 
nineteenth century had their headquarters, 
luncheon was offered to the visitors in the 
various hostelries, once the residence of the 
master of the Ecole de Barbizon, and still 
full of remembrances of the great painters. 
whose fame gives added lustre to a district 
already celebrated. 


AT THE THEATRE. 


In the evening thé delegates attended a 
gala performance of Moliere’s play. “Le 
Bourgeois Gentilhomme.”’ at the Théatre 
Francaise, and on Sunday a garden 
ba wás given by the President of 
the Republic and Mme. Doumer, who showed 
at this, their first reception in the Presidential 
Pálace, that the old traditions of French 
courtésy aré by no means forgotten by the 
new inmates of the Elysée. 

It should be observed, in conclusion, that 
the lavishness of the entertainments organised 
by the College de Frane¢e in celebration of 
their fourth centenary, was due to the 
generosity of the French Government, which 
made a point of surrounding with the utmost 
pomp the apotheosis of an institution unique 
of its kind in the world; whilst the special 
distinction with which the Irish delegates 
were welcomed by the President of the 
Republic, the Administrator of the College de 
France and everyone with whom thev came in 
contact may be attributed to the influence of 
Monsieur Alphand, French Minister to the 
Irish Fiee State.

é< HERE are many signs that a new in- 

Ag terest is being taken in spiritual 

things—a more reverent attitude 
adopted towards religion.’’ 

This statement was made by the Right Rev. 
Dr. Barton, Bishop of Kilmore, opening. the 
Kilmore Diocesan Synod at Cavan to-day. 

Dr. Barton dealt with the last Lambeth 
Conference, saying that a broad impression 
which he took away from Lambeth was. that 
there had been a turning of the tide in the 
attitude of the youth of their land towards 
religion. 

‘* After the war, he continued, ‘‘ we passed 
through a time of apathy in which the spirit 
of materialism was dominant. There are signs 
that we are pressing into a period when it 
seems likely that a more spiritual, and, there- 
fore, a more healthy outlook on life’ will be 
dominant. There are many signs that a new 
interest is being taken in spiritual things. a 
more reverent attitude adopted towards relli- 
gion. . With it there is a very healthy and 
sinceré demand for reality. It is for us to 
see that in our Church Services we do all 
that in us lies to create an. atmosphere of 
reverence and reality which shall enable our 
younger people to find in these Services a 
real approach to the presence of 

ST. PATRICK. 

‘During the coming year we shall be cele- 
brating the 1,500th anniversary of the landing 
in Ireland of our great missionary apostle, 
St. Patrick. Our Church to-day is the 
historical descendant of the: Church he 
founded. In suntless places we meet for 
worship on the very ground where he and 
his followers built churches. From them we 
know that the faith which we profess to-day 
is that of the gospel which he preached, We 
must. not let such an anniversary pass without 
notice.” r 

There. would be, he continued, celebrations 
in Armash, Dublin and Belfast, but they in 
the Diocese oí Kilmore were too scattered 
to have any great central Service, and, there- 
fore, it was his idea that they should form 
a number of centres, where congregations of 
four or five parishes could meet. for united 
Services. 

There was, the Bishop said, a widespread 
lovaltv to the Chutch of Ireland among her 
lay folk which had been surpassed in no 
period of her history. 

Dealing with the upkeep of graveyards, Dr, 
3arton said that many of the cemeteries still 
were in a deplorable condition. He had dis- 
covered that in the places where grounds 
were .specially kept the work was done by 
voluntary labour. <A_ bettér spirit of co- 
operation was growing, and would create a 
healthy pride in the Church among the 
vounger generation, 

SPIRIT OF GOOD-WILL, 

Moving the adoption of the report of the 
Diocesan Council, Mr. W. H. Halpin said 
that he did not think that anyone could fail 
to he impressed with the way in which all 
sections in the Free State were working 
together. He hoped that the good work 
would go on, and that, by the spirit of good- 
will, understanding and _ co-partnership, 
Protestants could take a part in making their 
native country a success. This was not the 
time to weaken faith or lose courage; but 
rather it was a time to put forward those 
qualities, habits and traits that had made the 
members of the Protestant faith so useful 
and so pre-eminent in their native Jand, and, 
in fact, in the whole world, both in the past 
and. as he believed they would be, in the 
future.

Dealing with the report on religious 
education, the Rev. Canon W. Flannery said 
that the numbers of children available for 
teaching were decreasing, and he reminded 
the Synod that in that diocese there were 
many bachelors who were well off and, indeed, 
eligible. ;

“The French Republic,” coupled with the 
name of Monsieur Charlies Alphand; was pro- 
posed by Mr. Matthew Cassin, Chairman, 
Harbour Commissioners. It was his privilege, 
pleasure’ and honour, Mr, Cassin said, to 
propose the health of the French Republic, 
AE with the name of the French Minister 
to Ireland, and the members of the French 
Legation staff 
Waterford. 
Continuing, Mr. Cassin said that Waterford 
Was a Small city, but a large port. Waterford 
was the third largest port in the Free State, 
and was capable of great development. 
Having alluded to the new Sir Henry Ford 
wharf, which was erected at a cost of 
£30,000, and the new electric crane, Mr, 
Cassin said that they had cargo steamers 
discharging there from Hamburg, Rotterdam 
and France. Unfortunately, the direct service 
with France in recent years had heen small, 
but they hoped to devélop that trade in the 
near future. 
Close as had been their ties with France in 
the past, he added, there was to-day need for 
closer co-operation. Their little country was 
an infant in its independent State, and they 
looked to the maturer nations, such as France, 
for mutual help and sympathy. The présence 
of Monsieur Alphand was sufficient earnest 
that that desire would be fulfilled, and that 
both countries would continue the old re- 
aeene for their mutual benefit and friend- 
ship.

It was held, he said, that the conditions re- 
quiring the wearing of a black gown were 
subsidiary to the main charitable object. “I 
say, he proceeded, “' that the paramonnt in- 
tention of the document of foundation in the 
Erasmus Smith case is a trust for the 
education of the children of the tenants, and 
the direction that the pupils should be 
cathechised out of Archbishop Usher's 
Catechism is something far less than was the 
black gown imposed by the testatrix in t! 
case [ have cited.” 

Mr. Lavery went on to say that there 
would be ‘some litile difficulty in going 
through the documents which they proposed 
to offer in evidence. He submitted that the 
documents of foundation were the charter and 
the Act of 10th George I., and not the deed. 
He had to establish that these lands which 
were devoted to the trust were not so devoted 
bv the act of Erasmus Smith himself, but 
that from the beginning the lands were pro- 
vided by the State or the King. The trust 
had been dealt with from the beginning as a 
public foundation, and not as the gift of a 
private founder. Lastly, he had to show what 
manner of man Erasmus Smith was. He pro- 
posed to take the Court over. these periods in 
general, and to give the main points that 
would be brought out by the witnesses. 

THE REFORMATION. 

They began with the Reformation, and his

His lordship knew the religious history of 
the time, and the case that had been made, 
that it was a possible yiew to take that 
Erasmus Smith was a man with ideals liberal 
beyond his time, and that he was able to 
envisage an educational foundation where ‘all 
sorts of . Protestants ‘could be taken, irre- 
spective of whether they conformed—as by law 
thas were required to conform—to the reli- 
gion of the Church of the State; that the 
charter named Archbishop Usher’s Catechism 
was the beginning and the end of the argu- 
ment that Erasmus Smith was a man who could 
say that the Protestant religion was some- 
thing wholly independent of Church govern- 
ment, Surely, there was no difficulty in sup- 
posing that the catechism of the Assembly of 
Divines was prescribed because it was the 
catechism of the Parliament, and that the 
Archbishop's catechism was chosen because it 
was the Episcopalian catechism. 

In the ‘course of further references to the 
conditions which prevailed about the period 
of the foundation, Mr.. Laverv said that it 
was difficult to suppose that Erasmus Smith 
formed and gave effect to the broad view 
that all Protestants. were..deserving. people, 
and that his scheme of education should be 
for atl Protestants. TL was difficult to 
imagine that he, a merchant in London, who 
acted in accordance with the law of the dav, 
was a man capable of taking this broad view 
of Protestantism and providing. an educational 
foundation oven to all sects of Protestantism, 
whether legal or illegal, and which was only 
to exclude Papists.. It was intended by the 
foundation to educate the tenants.

Mr. Lavery concluded his address by say- 
ing:—** The position is, as was said by Mr.

DAMAGES AGAINST A NURSE. 
(BFFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

An action was heard in which William 
Kavanagh, a farmer and cattle dealer, of 
Bellevue, Slieverue, Co. Kilkenny, claimed 
damages against Miss Bridget O’Keeffe, a 
farmer and maternity nurse, of Gorteens, 
Shieverue, for alleged slander stated to have 
been uttered by the defendant regarding a 
transaction at the house of Miss Anastasia 
Reidy, in the Drumdowney district of 
Slieverne, after a fair in Waterford, in Octo- 
ber, 1930. 

The alleged statement was. tha the 
plaintiff had robbed Miss Reidy of £33, Miss 
O'Keeffe, it was complained, having, in a 
conversation with Miss Reidy, said: ‘‘ Keep 
him to that. It is Kavanagh that robhed 
you. Are vou aware of that?” The plaintiff 
said that these words referred to an occasion 
when he paid £33 to Miss Reidy for cattle, 
and when a masked and anmed man entered 
Miss Reidy’s dwelling, seized the £33 at the 
point of the revolver, and carried it off.

Mr. R. Brereton Barry, ccunsel for the 
State, lained thatthe’ prosecution arose 
out of the discovery, on June 10th,. b 
members of the detective force, in the groun 
of Killakee House, Rathfarnham, of an under- 
ground dump, very skilfally concealed and 
very carefully made.. When Guards entered 
through a trap-docr it became clear to them 
that the dump was used—first; for some per- 
son io sleep and reside ‘in during certain 
periods, and, secondly, as an arsenal. ~ hi 
contained an enormous quantity of high 
explosives, ammumtion, and arms, and aise 
documents. ‘hie 

‘‘The trap-door, which rested’ on vop of 
this dump, was very ingeniously manu- 
factured,”’ said Mr. Barry, ‘‘ because it bore 
on one side a bandle which anyone would 
presume was for opening the door. The 
effect of using this handle would be to ex- 
plode a land fine. in the damp, and so to 
terminate the curiosity. of anyone trying to 
open the door.’ - 

Sergeant Elwin proved a map showing the 
site of the dump and of Gilmore’s house. 
about 180 yards away. Gilmore’s was the 
nearest house to the dump in wh a 

Superintendent O'Reilly stated.that when 
charged at the Bridewell Gilmore made ne 
reply. Se, Soe hin ‘ , 
Guard Saul gave evidence regarding photo- 
graphs which he took at Killakee in June. 
One of these showed that the dump. could be 
entered by an air shaft and a stairway with- 
out making use of the trap-door. 

When asked if he wished to question the 
witness, Gilmore replied: ‘‘ No, I. am waiting 
for evidence which will connect.me with the 
case. ‘9 

A model of the dump was, produced by 
Guard Magner. 

Detective Officer Keelan said that he had 
heen stationed at Killakee House in June of 
this year, and had been searching the grounds 
for some days prior to the 10th of the 
month,’ In the course of his search he saw 
a small stone partly covered with. leaves, 
and immediately under a heavy laurel tree, 
near a stream. He removed the stone, and 
found a bex, which he opened and found 
to contain a pair of wading boots, a torch 
and small target. About 50 yards away he 
found a sewer. pipe, about three inches in 
diameter, peering from a stone-faced bank 
into the wood. Later witness discovered a 
small opening, which seemed like.a drain, 
towards the river, and then he saw a small 
door in the bank facing the river. There was 
a heavy growth of laurel round the doorway, 
and it seemed as if the laurel had been 
wound round so as to form.a cover for the 
door. There were. steps in the stone-faced 
wall from a pathway along the river.. The 
stone steps’ were polished as if there had 
been a good deal of treading on them. Even- 
tually witness found the trap-door leading 
to the dump. Later the dump was opened, 
and witness saw a quantity of arms, am- 
munition and documents being removed.

(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

Luke Cunningham, Longford _ terrace, 
Kingstown, shop manager, sued Miss Eva 
Dorothy Pilkington, Carrick House, Burling' 
road, Dublin, to recover £150 damages for 
personal injuries, and injuries to his clothing, 
by reason of the alleged negligence of the 
driver of a motor car, the property of the 
defendant, on Pembroke road on Sunday, 
November 10th, 1929. 

It appeared that as the plaintiff was 
alighting from a "bus he was knocked down, 
the consequence being that he was unable to 
attend to his business for four weeks, and 
was still the subject of occasional severe 
headaches. 

The Judge said that he felt sympathy 
Mr. Cunningham, but he was not satisfied 
that the defendant was liable. The evidence 
showed that the plaintiff was knocked down 
by Miss Vera Pilkington (a sister of the 
defendant), who had since died. and there 
was no evidence to show that, at the time 
of the accident, she was the servant or agent 
of the defendant.

He had that financial statement in his 
hand, and he discussed it with a person who 
afterwards became a member of the Board, 
and a memorandum was prepared, which in- 
dicated that for all purposes set out in the 
legislation the £2,500,000 was not merely 
sufficient,, but amply sufficient’ to meet all 
the Board had to do. 

A FURTHER TEST. 

He had in addition this further test to 
apply: at the time he had before him the ac- 
counts for a great many. undertakings in 
many parts of the world, and from these it 
was clear that the ordinary distribution ol 
capital was almost in equal thirds—for gene- 
ration, transmission, and distributior. As 
he had previously stated on careful considera- 
tion and expert advice a sum of £5,200,000 
was provided for the scheme, and a calcula- 
tion showed that £2,500,000 should have 
been a proper sum for these purposes set out 
in the 1925 Act. That was the legislation, 
and that was the sum of money, and these 
were the directions given to the Board with 
regard to its duties. 

He found himself in a very early stage 
of the Board’s life faced with the question 
of what were his responsibilities for the 
Board, and, if he had any at all, how were 
they going to be exercised. There was a 


‘section of the Act giving him power to 


dismiss, in the interest of economic perform 
ance of the duty of the Board, any member 
or all members of the Board. In other 
words, that section gave him power to decide 
the economic and effective melt sense Ba of the 
functions of the Board. 

An accidental circumstance at the time 
brought him into close contact with the 
Board. Constructional work on the Shannou 
scheme was not finished at the time. He 
wished to carry out, as he was entitled to do 
under the 1925 Act, certain works, and he 
had certain contractors on the scheme for the 
purpose of these works. Representations were 
made to him that there were certain works 
which the Board wanted carried out, and 
which could be more effectively carried ‘out 
by his contractors on the scheme at the 
time. That led to a certain amount of 
investigation. 


THE INVESTIGATION. 

Certain necessary supervision had to be 
made for the works, and the Board requested 
his department to have it carried out for 
them. In that way he was thrown into closer 
touch with the Board than if he was merely 
operating under the section which gave him 
power to dismiss. 

At a very early stage in the Board's career 
he wrote to them, stating that the construc- 
tion works had got to a certain point and the 
finances to a eertain figure, and asking for an 
assurance that they were, at any rate. 
optimistic as to the success of the scheme, and 
that they were using the money granted by 
the Oireachtas to carry out work intended by 
the Oireachtas. He got very little satisfac- 
tion from those early replies. He did not 
expect a great deal, as they were in the early 
days of 1928, but in the course of the corre- 
x aang “sp that followed the fact emerged that 
they did not consider that the snm of two and 
a half millions, which they got from the 
Ministry of Finance, included any un- 
discharged liabilities which they took over 
from municipal undertakings. He then pointed 
out that the undischarged liabilities were in- 
cluded in the sum that the foreign concerns 
put forward, and he asked that the un. 
discharged liabilities, whatever they might 
be at the date of vesting of municipal 
undertakings, should be subtracted from 
the £2,500,000, and that the residue 
should be what the Board might demand. 
He estimated then that the sum hed gone a 
gieat deal higher than the £2,500,000. 

Again a letter was sent, calling attention 
tc what he felt was the intention of the 
Oireachtas, and asking them to say that this 
money would be remunerative. 


UNDISCHARGED LIABILITIES. 

The moment le heard the point that the 
undischarged lial jlities were supposed not to 
be in the £%,500,000, he asked the Board to 
show how the capital sum and the surplus 
was likely to be remunerative. He got no 
salistacticn. | 

Eventually he took the opportunity of the 
introduction of the bill of 1929 te write to 
the Board, saying that, if it was not clear 
that the £%.800,000 was to be read as includ- 
ing undischarged liabilities, then he would 
put it inte the bill.

OPPOSITION MEMBERS’ 
CRITICISM. 


Mr. LEMASS (F.F.. Dublin, 8.) said that 
the original figure of £5,210,000 for the Shan- 
non schethe Was éxceedéd, and the Minister 
got the amount increased in 1929 by approxi- 
mately £600,000.

POLITICAL CONTROL. 

It was most desirabie that a Board of 
this kind should be independent of political 
control, Yet, it appeared that it was from 
the time that the Minister attempted to 
exercise control the friction arose, 
had continued since.

Imperial Commerce. 


News of no slight ‘significance to Ireland 
is contained in the Empire Marketing 
Board’s report for the period May, 1930, 
to May, 1931. The report indicates that 
Great Britain is becoming increasingly 
conscious of her economic liability as a 
member of the British Commonwealth. 
Even if imperial free trade is not a 
political fait accompli, the extension of 
commerce between the Commonwealth’s 
members ought to be deemed a duty by 
every citizen, as much from practical ws 
from patriotic motives. Of late a 
tendency in this direction has manifested 
itself, but the full possibilities of imperial 
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is yet realised. It isa oe 
"ing, ‘therefore, that, as

the. Common wealth. In 1930 they im- 
ported ‘record’ quantities of New 


Zealand lamb, butter and cheese, 
Canadian apples, British West Indian 
bananas, Indian tobacco, South African 
wines, Australian and South African eggs, 
and thirteen other imperial products. 
This situation is explained by the Board 
‘as the result of four principal factors. 
In the first place, producers throughout 
the Empire are paying increased attention 
to the enhancement of their wares by 
grading and orderly marketing. In the 
second place, distributive traders in the 
United Kingdom have thrown themselves 
with a whole heart into the furtherance of 
imperial buying. In the third place, 
the contact between Dominion producers 
and United Kingdom:traders, both whole- 
sale and retail, grows steadily closer. In 
the last place, the British public has 
become aware that Empire goods, both 
in quality and in range, compare more 
than favourably with foreign products. 
All of these factors have contributed to 
the Free State’s increase of prosperity 
within the last few years. Thanks largely 
to the efforts of Mr. Hogan’s department, 
Irish goods have shown a notable improve- 
ment in their attractiveness to the 
English eye and palate ; and cross-Channel 
consumers accept without any 
tendency to make invidious comparisons 
with the products of other countries, 
British traders, too, have seen the sense 
of ‘‘ boosting ’’ Free State goods ; and the 
various organisations, imperial and Irish, 
have established a host of valuable con- 
tacts between producer and distributor.

A Plague of Locusts, 


At least one of the Biblical plagues of 
Egypt is still a menace to mankind, 
Armies of locusts continue not only to 
‘darken all the land of Nile,’’ but to 
devastate other great areas of the African 
Continent. Their attacks inflict enormous 
injury on crops, and the cost of an 
organised campaign against them is for- 
midable. Kenya Colony has suffered the 
calamity of two invasions of locusts within 
the last three years—different. sorts of 
which did different sorts of 
damage. Their nature and effects are 
described in a vivid message by the 
Nairobi Correspondent of The Times. The 
first attack, launched from the Sudan and 
Abyssinia, began in May, 1928, and was 
maintained with ah increasing degree of 
intensity during 1929. It was made by 
the desert locust (Schistocerca gregari), 
whose favoured foodstuffs were weeds and 
grass; and it was repelled finally at a 
cost of some £100,000. The authorities 
employed a locust train along the rail- 
ways, mobile motor units, specially con- 
structed roads and a bait of bran, mixed 
with arsenite. Against the second invasion, 
which came through Uganda in the spring 
of this year, the Government was forced 
to change its tactics; for the new locust 
was of the’ migratory type (Locusta 
migratoria), which seeks moist ground, 
feeds on grain crops, and was therefore 
a special menace to the agricultural] areas. 
A baiting campaign was undertaken on 
a very large scale, and the bran bait was 
issued free to applicants. The fight was 
long and arduous, but now the worst is 
over and the swarms are retreating north- 
wards. As a result of their depredations 
the Legislative Council has voted £20,000 
for famine relief and £10,000 for the 
locust “ war’’; and there is a widespread 
deficiency of food. One farmer collected 
forty tons of dead locusts—some fourteen 
million insects—from his estate. We ought 
to be truly grateful that Nature is guilty 
of no such excesses in Ireland. Let us 
think of Kenya’s locusts when we feel 
disposed to grumble at the present plethora 
of slugs in our suburban gardens. 

Bull-Fighting. 

For scme time enlightened: Spaniards 
have been uneasy in their minds with re- 
gard to the national sport of bull-fighting. 
Indeed, certain sops, such as the padding 
of horses, have been thrown to the 
humanitarian Cerberus, but these 
modifications in practice have not 
much more useful than the 
brakes on early motor cycles, 
which complied with the law and 
performed no other service. The new 
Republican Government now has faced the 
question as a comprehensive ethical issue. 
Last Sunday, in Madrid, an official spokes- 
man, representing the Minister of the 
Interior, publicly denounced bull-fighting 
as a “‘spectacle unworthy of a civilised 
nation.” Unfortunately, as he admitted, 
Spain is so deeply imbued with the 
bull-fighting tradition that neither the 
present Government nor its successor will 
be able to abolish the pastime. “ If lovers 
of animals all work together,” he added. 
“the time will come when such cruel 
sports will disappear.’’ The occasion of

There 
are many people outside the hospitals whose 
employment by the Trust would be an act of 
charity. The Act should have included a 
clause providing for first preference for em- 
ployment for those in receipt of unemploy- 
ment benefit, for the genuinely unemployed

TO BE CONSIDERED BY 
TARIFF COMMISSION.

As will be noticed from an announce- 
ment in our advertisement column, the 
Free State Government have referred to 
the Tariff Commission the question of the 
desirability of imposing a Customs duty 
on oats imported into the Free State. 

Under the original Tariff Commissior 
Act of 1926, the machinery of the Tariff 
Commission could not be utilised except 
on the initiative of persons actually en- 
gaged in the industry concerned. “Under 
the Amending Act passed in 1930, power 
was’taken to enable the Government to 
refer to the Tariff Commission for 
examination any matter relating to the 
imposition,: modification, abolition or 
renewal of a Customs duty. The reference 
by the Government to the Tariff Commis- 
sion of the question of the desirability of 
a tariff on oats is the first instance of the 
use of the new powers conferred by the 


1930 Act.

REVELATIONS.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 
ORRORS unspeakable are described 
in the report presented to President 
Hoover by the Wickersham Commission 
after its investigations into conditions In 
children’s prisons in the United States, 

The report reads like somé grim 
document from another century, and the 
details described recall the ghastly 
methods of the Spanish Inquisition. The 
report tells of frequent floggings, of boys 
bound and mercilessly lashed — —to 
exhaustion point, of torture, shackling 
and cross-fettering, dreachings with cold 
water, and sulitary periods of bread-and- 
water confinement. 

“These and other punishments too 
terrible to describe are the vogue,”’ states 
the report, in numerous institutions 
devoted to the correction and reform of 
the youthful American criminal. The 
prison hospitals are always crowded and 
the children are often clothed in rags. 


IN TOTAL DARKNESS. 

It is reported that in Washington State 
Reformatory the correction cells are kept 
in total darkness, the boys being forced 
to sleep on wooden planks without bedding 
for ten days at a time. 

A poignant note is struck by the Com- 
missioners when describing conditions at 
Chillicothe Prison, in the State of Ohio, 
where, without fear of terrible conse- 
quences, the youngsters hardly dare raise 
an eyebrow, conceal an apple in the bunk, 
kick a garbage tin or possess five cents in 
stamps. 

At this prison. the floors cannot be 
scrubbed because they are constructed of 
such porous material that the water would 
pass through into the food supply stores 
beneath. 

The report concludes with strong 
criticism of the Federal Government for 


placing these youthful law-breakers. on 


the same basis as hardened ¢riminals, and 
recommends delegating to the State 
the responsibility for the treat- 
juvenile delinquency. 

* HELL-HOUSES.”’ 

The only institution given a‘ clean bill 
by the Commission is the Idaho Industrial 
Training School. 

During the second six months of 1930 
2,243 boys and girls were confined in these 
‘‘hell-houses.’’ Violation of the liquor law 
accounted for the presence of 990 of them ; 
offences in connection with the immigra- 
tion laws another 429. while 392 had been 
convicted of motor thefts, 

No less than eighteen of the prohibition 
offenders were under fourteen years of 
age ; 250 of them were under sixteen.

GERMAN AMBASSADOR MEETS 
FRENCH PREMIER.

At the conclusion of the interview, M. 
Laval handed the following communiqué 
to the Press:—‘‘ M. Pierre Laval has 
received a visit from the German Ambas- 
sador, who informed the Prime Minister 
that the German Government has been 
glad to learn of the conclusion of the 
Franco-American accord.

The German Government to-day issued 
a decree giving practical effect to yester- 
day’s offer of a thousand of the most im- 
portant banking, commercial and shipping 
concerns to provide a guarantee to the 
Gold Discount Bank to the amount of 
£25,000,000, so that foreign countries will 
have increased confidence in that institu- 
tion and will stop withdrawing credits and 
foreign currencies from the Reichsbank to 
the immense detriment of Germany’s 
finances. 

The decree, which was issued after a 
meeting of the Cabinet, at which this 
guarantee was the sole topic of conversa- 
tion, is signed by President von Hinden- 
burg, the Chancellor, and the Ministers 
of Finance and Economics, and authorises 
the Government ‘‘ to render liable up to 
the sum of 500,000,000 marks, in pro- 
portion to their assets, concerns with total 
assets of over 5,000,000 Reich marks for 
any losses out of credit transactions in 
which the German Gold Discount Bank 
engages in the interest of maintaining 
German credit abroad. The decree comes 
into force to-day.”’ 

The speed with which the Government 
has legalised, the guarantee offer ig an 
indication of the urgency of the present 
situation, and is intended to strengthen 
the Reichsbank in its present negotia- 
tions with British and American banks 
for a large loan which must be forth-

IRISH SKIPPER NOW ON HIS 
WAY TO BANAGHER.

"THOSE people who sometimes dream of a 


** care-free '’ life on the 


ocean, separated by miles of watery waste from all the petty annoy- 
ances of life ashore may envy Captain Otway Waller, skipper and owner 
of the Imogen, a six-ton yawl, that has carried him thousands of’ miles 


without serious mishap. 


Possibly he would not be envied by imitators who met with similar 
experiences; for Captain Waller is the hero and happy survivor of count- 
less incidents that might have cost him his life. 


The Imogen left Liverpool at 4.20 a.m. 
on Monday last and arrived at Kingstown 
the following morning at 4.20, and, after 
overhaul, proceeded ria the Grand Canal, 
to her destination, Banagher, on the 
Shannon. 

This in itself was a notable journey, but 
it becomes insignificant when compared 
with the voyage undertaken and completed 
by Captain Waller last summer. 


HEADING SOUTH. 


On that occasion Captain Waller set out 
with his little craft from the Shannon, 
and, after leaving Loop Head, set his 
course for Vigo, which port was reached 
in three weeks. In the course of this 
voyage he was assailed by head winds and 
was forced to heave-to for two days, during 
which time he was blown back 100 miles 
or more off his course. From Vigo he 
sailed for Madeira, where he contracted a 
fever, which developed on the next stage 
of his journey, Madeira to Teneriffe. As 
a result of this fever many things went 
“ by the board,” and eventually Captain 
Waller became aware of the fact that not 
only was he off his course, but his chrono- 
meter had stopped from want of winding. 
The difficulty of ascertaining his position 
and regaining his course was, to a great 
extent, overcome by the sighting of the 
high peak of Teneriffe. The Imogen was 
off her course, but not to any serious 
extent, and in spite of the sickness of the 
captain and the crew she found safe 
anchorage. In the course of this eventful 
cruise the Imogen was nearly run down by 
the Yeoward liner, Ardeola. The Ardeola 
was 100 miles N. of Madeira, homeward 
bound from Las Palmas to Vigo, when a 
small boat was sighted on her starboard 
bow. The liner’s helm was put hard 
a’starboard to miss the tiny craft, and 
then had to be put hard a port in orde1 
to take the liner’s stern clear. 

Captain Waller knew nothing of this 
until it was all over! The captain of the 
liner gave him the story, and it then 
transpired that on the night of the happen- 
ing damage had been done to the lights of 
Captain Waller’s little craft, with the 
result that they were not distinctly seen.

ITALY AND THE 
POPE. 


A TENSE SITUATION.

The more the Papal Encyclical is 
studied, the more serious it appears te 
the Italian Government. It is no longer 
denied that the relations between the two 
parties are extremely tense, and that 
there may be important developments. 
What these developments may be has not 
yet been divulged, but it is hinted in 
authoritative quarters that the Concordat 
itself may be in danger. Such a possi- 
bility is certainly not to be excluded. 
It is significant that in the Fascist Press 
this evening, together with a regular flood 
of polemics, charges and denials, there 
are, for the first time, one or two direct 
references to the uselessness of maintain- 
ing the Concordat in force. 

The most authoritative and outspoken 
exponent of this policy is Signor Gayda, 
who, writing in to-night’s Guvrornale 
d'Italia, asks: ‘‘ What value 
Concordat have any longer?” The Holy 
See, he affirms, has violated the Con- 
cordat in its spirit. In concluding the 
Concordat, the Italian Government was 
actuated by lofty spiritual motives, and was 
aiming at establishing peace between the 
Church and the nation. On the other 
hand, the Church, which is a spiritual 
body, only thought to ‘‘ derive material 
advantages ’’ from the Concordat. The

Italian policy has been disappointed, and 
the Concordat itself has become, in the 
hands of the Pope, a ‘‘ political weapon.” 
During the last two years of ‘ so-called 
peace “” with the Church they had wit- 
nessed the formation of an_ entirely 
pe force composed of Italian citizens, 
ut protected by an international pact and 
able to organise meetings in extra-terri- 
torial buildings. The Vatican had thought 
to erase out of the mind of Italy some of 
her most glorious memories, had passed 
judgment on her Risorgimento and her 
men and attempted to raise political doubt 
in the religious conscience of the people. 
They had witnessed the return of medieval 
conceptions and an attempt to give an 
appearance of ‘ Pontifical protection ” to 
the King, as if such protection was 
necessary.

The Royal Irish Academy 
was spending annually large sums of money 
on various language projects. That body had 
also made records of the dialects in three 
provinces, and arrangemenis were now com- 
plete to have the ‘Jister dialect recorded 
shortly in Belfast. 

In addition to these activities of the Royal 
Irish Academy, the National University 
offered travelling scholarships for Celtic 
studies every two or three years, enabling 
the student to pursue his studies almost for 
two years. The Government had also been 
genvrous. The Folklore Society of Ireland 
was largely endowed by the Government, and 
had an intimation that more money was avail- 
able when required. The Government had 
also set up University College, Galway, as an 
Irish College. 

“I must conclude on a graver note,” said 
Dr. Dillon, ‘‘ and remind you that the fact 
remains that the native-spoken language, 
which, after all, is the language that matters 
from the point of view of the Gaelic League, 
is still fast disappearing, and we Irish must 
have that fact always before our minds.”

RELIEF SCHEME 
PROPOSAL. 


HE possibility of the Dublin Union's 
a benefiting from the hospital ‘‘sweeps”’ 

was discussed at yesterday's meeting of 
the Union Committee, which was held under 
the presidency of the Chairman, Mrs. 
Kettle. 

Pr. W, C. Dwyer, R.M.S., said that he 
had been asked to report on the cost of em- 
ploying a paid nursing staff in place of 
attendants who were themselves inmates of 
the Union. It was difficult to estimate the 
expense that would be involved, but they 
could not employ probationer nurses at less 
than £100 per annum, which would make a 
total of £25,000. In addition, the capital *ex- 
penditure would be large. A nurses’ home 
would have to be built, and many altera- 
tions made. 

In reply to the Chairman, who asked if 
they could not get some sweepstake money, 
Dr. Dwyer said that under the present bill 
they could only look for a grant from the 
next sweep. Over 95 per cent. of their 
patients, he added, were old people suffering 
from senility in various forms. 

Mrs. Kettle inquired if the” could not 
draw up any scheme that would be accept- 
able to the Hospitals Trust. “It would 
be a splendid thing,” she remarked “if we 
could have trained nurses to look after our 
inmates.”’ 

“We could only look to the sweep to 
put r- a nurses’ home,” replied Dr, Dwyer, 
who promised to interview Mr. Joseph 
McGrath. director of the ‘‘sweeps,’’ in re- 
gard to the matter.

‘ DEBT TO DUBLIN. 

Dr. McRae proposed “‘ The City of Dublin,”’ 
with which he associated the name of the 
Lord Mayor. He said that the Association 
owed a lot to Dublin, because during recent 
years they had many Dublin graduates in 
important positions in their organisation. 
These included three presidents, and they 
were glad that the president this year was a 
Dublin doctor. (Applause.) 

The Lord Mayor, responding, said that 
Dublin was very fortunate, indeed, in having 
amongst its leading men in public life many 
members of the creat medical profession, and 
members of that profession had been honoured 
by. both Houses of the Oireachtas. If this 
country got a chance, and if its progress con- 
tinued to be as rapid as it had been in the 
past ten years, they need have no fear for its 
future, From the civic point of view the 
credit of the City of Dublin was equal to that 
of any of the great cities in Europe. 
( Applause. ) 


THE IRISH MEDICAL SCHOOLS. 

In proposing ‘‘ The Irish Medical Schools,”’ 
Dr. Shaw Bolton said that he was glad to see 
that Ireland, like England, was progressing 
in the attempt to change asvlums into mental 
hospitals, and to obtain suitable recognition 
for practitioners in them as specialists in their 
own important sphere of medical activity. In 
this matter more progress had been made in 
Ireland than in Great Britain, and he could 
not pay a higher compliment to the Dublin 
medical schools than to point out that they 
had grasped the importance of this branch af 
medical education so early, and dealt with it 
sc successfully. 

Professor Gilman Moorhead, President of the 
Royal College of Physicians, responded. He 
said that he hoped that the delegates would 
return to Dublin at no distant date. The 
Royal College of Physicians never had been 
se in members and Fellows who had paid 
special attention to diseases of the mind. As 
a body the College had shown its interest in 
psychologica! science, and in 1926, when re- 
vising its regulations for membership, it had 
included amongst its subjects mental and 
nervous diseases. 


TRINITY COLLEGE. 

Speaking of Trinity College, he said that 
in the last five years they had established 
there-a diploma in psychological medicine, 
and a number of candidates had come íor- 
ward for the diploma—candidates of a very 
high standard. (Applause.) They always 
had paid special attention in Trinity College 
to mental diseases, and always had included 
a clinical examination in that subject. 

Crawley, Vice-President of the Royal 
College of Surgeons, who also responded, said 
that the education given in that college was 
more or less practical, as opposed to purely 
scientific education. They always needed 
scientists, who could count an enormous 
number of cells in a comparatively small 
structure, and who always were a tremendous 
help, but they also wanted men who. would 
go out and treat a patient not as something 
containing so many cells and parts of 
anatomy, but as an individual man or woman, 
as he believed that Trinity College, National 
University, College of Physicians and Colleze 
of Surgeons’ men did (Applause.) He 
thought that this was why their men 
succeeded so well when they went to other 
countries, (Applause.) 

Alluding to the Registrar of the College of 
Surgeons, Mr. Miller, he said that he never 
had met anyone who was so good at his 
work. (Applause.) 


ST. PATRICK’S HOSPITAL. 

Repiving to the toast of ‘‘ Our Guests,’’ the 
Chief Justice thanked the visitors for coming 
to Dublin, a city with many ancient institu- 
tions, the oldest of which was St. Patrick’s 
Hospital, with which Dr. Leeper, their new 
President, was connected. It had been con- 
ducted on wonderfully successful lines. As a 
Governor, he had been in close contact with 
him, and as the hospital was, to some extent, 
connected with the Chancery side of the 
Courts, he had to pay tribute to the assist- 
ance he got from Dr, Leeper in all the cases 
he had under his charge. (Applause. ) 

In proposing the toast of the “ Royal 
Medico--Psychological Association,” Sir John 
Lumsden said that Dr. Leeper, their new Pre- 
sident, was held in great esteem by his 
medical colleagues in Dublin.

The programme of electrification of main 
line railways was estimated to cover fifteen 
years in its accomplishment. During that 
time men would be completing their normal 
service and leaving the railways. It would 
be fatal to attempt to stand in the way of 
progress,

DEATH OF J. J. KOTZE. 


The death of J. J. Kotze, the uth African 
Test player, occurred yestérday at Cape Town at 
the age of 51. Born on August 7, 1879, Kotze 
toured England three times with South African 
teams—in 1901, 1904 and 1907. Recognised as 
the fastest howler ever produced hy his Dominion, 
Kotze obtained 178 wickets in the course of his 
visits to England, his best season being 1904, 
when in first-class matches he dismissed 104 bats- 
men for just over 20 rung apiece, When South 
Africa were granted Test matches for the first 
time, in 1907, the summer proved so wet that he 
got few chances, and figured in only one represen. 
tative engagement. Kotze seldom played against 
England in South Africa, but he appeared against 
Australia in the second and third Test matches of 
1902. He often accomplished fine work for his 
State, Western Province, and also assisted Trans- 
vaal and Kastern Province.

IRELAND AT 


W brightly nor more expectantly than 
this year, and has never closed more 
disappointingiy. International. finals are 
always by far the most inerésting, and when 
two American men and two German women 
reached the finals of the singles a great deal 
of the interest went out of them. en when 
F. X. Shields scratched to Sydney Wood in 
the final a disappointing week concluded. 
The only final to produce a worthy match 
was the men's doubles, in which Cochet and 
Brugnon, striking their old form, put up 4 
marvellous fight against Lott and Van hyn, 
the strongest pair in the world at the present 
day. Fraulein Aussem gave definite proof 
that, in the absence of Mrs. Wills Moody, 
she is the leading woman player. She played 
even better than when winning the French 
championship, and was never threatened with 
defeat all through. She comes nearer to 
Mile. Lenglen than any other player, though 
she plays a more defensive type of game than 
the great Frenchwoman. Like Lenglen, how- 
ever, her marvellous footwork and placing 
have put her in the position she holds to-day. 
HOW ROGERS FARED. 

The Irishmen did not go far; in fact, of 
the five playing, one was beaten in the first 
round, and the other four in the second. Our 
hepes rested with G. L. Rogers, and once 
more he disappointed after a fine start. He 
achieved the outstanding feat of the opening 
day in beating the American, Gregory Man- 
gin, but, meeting J. Satoh, one of the eight 
seeded players, the following day, he went 
down after capturing the first set. It was 
unfortunate for him that he was in such a 
“hot” part of the draw, but he showed a 
poor sense of tactics in his second match. 
On the first day he started off in attacking 
mood against Mangin, but found none of 
hia shots coming off, while the American, 
keyed up for victory in his endeavour to 
now that he was ‘worthy of a placa on the 

avis Cup team, was brillant, and took 
the first nine games. Faced with a heavy 
defeat, Rogers did not alter his game in 
the slightest, but suddenly found his length, 
and, hitting harder than ever, as 
well as volleying with skill he 
won three sets for a grand victory. 
Then he went ‘out against Satoh, and, after 
winning the first set by fine tennis, he re- 
sorted to safety play, which was playing into 
Satoh’s hands. The Japanese champion is a 
hard man to beat, but Rogers’s only chance 
was a crushing attack, tactics that had paid 
so well against Mangin. Perry had beaten 
Satoh in the Davis Cup by going out fo 
everything, and Borotra was to beat him in 
the fourth round at Wimbledon in the same 
way. Rogers is a most tantalising player. 
He never seems to thrive on success as others 
do, and I am afraid that his footwork is too 
slow on the gress courts to enable him to he 
consistently good. 

DOUBLES MATCHES. 

The only Irishman to go down on the first 
day was N. G. Holmes, who was not quite 
sound enough off the ground to dispose of 
5S. W. Harris, one of the most energetic 
players in the game. The following day saw 
the exit of McGuire, Scroope and H. B. 
Purcell, The latter could net check the 
winning career of Nigel Sharpe, fresh from 
his triumph over Cochet, while Scroope played 
very well in giving G. von Cramm, one of the 
hest of the younz German school, a really hard 
four sets. McGuire went down to I. G. 
Collins after five sets, and Collins has never 
shown better form in singles. Three Irishmen 
played in _ doubles, cGuire partnering 
Scroope, while Rogers joined up with his 
Riviera partner, H. Satoh, and by an extra- 
ordinary chance, they were drawn against 
each other in the first round. A hard five- 
set match resulted, in which the better pair, 
McGuire and Scroope, lost. Rogers had bad 
patches, but was brilliant at times. while 
Satoh was steady, if not very forceful. Con- 
sidering that they were an uneven pair, 
Rogers and Satoh did well. They disposed 
of two Dutchmen, Knottenbelt and Koofman 
in the second round, again after five sets. 
Then they ran up against Britain’s Davts 
Cup pair, Hughes and Perry, and even 
though they could only capture one set of 


this match than in either of the two previous 

ones, and on that day he and Satoh would 

have beaten any except a really good pair. 
DAVIS CUP PROSPECTS. 

Wimbledon, on paper, seems to have given 
a strong pointer as to where the Davis Cup 
will go this year, since America provided the 
winners of the Men’s Singles and Doubles; 
but, to my mind, the position is still very 
open, with three of the countries left in 
standing an equal chance. Presumably 
Britain will beat Czecho-Slovakia, whose 
second string, Hecht, went out early at 
Wimbledon. They will then meet America. 
and, even though the latter triumphed last 
week, it must be remembered that’ Austin had 
Shields beaten in four sets, the latter only 
saving himself at match point by bringing 
off one of the most difficult shots in the game, 
a backhand cross-court passing shot. Austin 
will have great incentive to gain his revenge 
in the Davis Cup, and certainly revealed him- 
self at Wimbledon as a very well equipped 
all-court player. 

Wood beat Perry, and beat him fairly and 
squarely. Yet the Englishman, after taking 
the first set by means of a brilliant volleying 
campaign, which brought him six games in a 
row, completely deserted the net in the second 
set because he miss-hit a few volleys. This 
was simply playing into Wood’s hands, and 
before erry realised his mistake, he 
had let the match slip. Wood is a 
good, thoughtful player, but has not 
the ssibilities of Shields, as the latter 
revealed in his match against Borotra. 
America virtually starts one match up, for 
no British pair seems capable of beating Lott 
and Van Kyn, but even so, Britain must be 
regarded as very good outsiders. 

ENGLAND v. IRELAND. 

England have selected a strong, but by no 
means their best, team to play Ireland at 
Fitzwilliam on July 17th and 18th. Un- 
fortunately the Davis Cup clashes with the 
international, which rules out Ferry, Austin, 
Hughes and Kingsley. Nevertheless E. R. 
Avory, H. K. Lester, H. F. David and R. J. 
Ritchie will provide us with a good match 
Avory is a greatly improved player, who dis- 
per of Rogers in the semi-final of the 
sondon grass court championships just prior 
to Wimbledon; Lester aleve against us at 
Scarborough last vear, and is a tremendously 
hard hitter, though rather erratic. He beat 
F. R. Scovel easily last year. H. F. David 
reached the last sixteen at Wimbledon last 
year. and is a sound base-liner, while R. J. 
Ritchie, a son of the famous veteran Mr. J. 
J. Ritchie, was selected for Cambridge this 
year—no easy feat these days. It appears 
to be a well-balanced singles team, but not 
nearly so strong in doubles. 

Our own side has not appeared yet, and 
trials are to be held this week for a possible 
last place. McGuire and C. F. Scroope are 
certainties, as is Rogers, if he comes to Dublin 
for the championships, which is doubtful at 
present. Those to be tried are H. F. Cronin, 
B. Haughton, E. J. Mockler, T. G. McVeagh 
and V. Allman-Smith. The place will pro 
bably go to either McVeagh or Cronin. 
latter played against England last year, and 
played extremely well, but my choice would 
be McVeagh. He has not Cronin's aggressive 
ground shots or fast service, but he is far 
more reliable overhead; steadier off the 
ground, and more of a fighter. He is im- 
proving very rapidly, and well deserves the 
experience of an international match. 

THE CLOSE CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

The Irish Close Championship meeting at 
the Curragh provided a pleasant week's 
tennis, even though the entry, if of good 
quality, was not as big as might have been 
wished. The courts are not yet sufficiently 
good for an important tournament. Bad 
bounces were rather numerous, and the back- 
ground provided an uncertain light. With 
more play the courts will become very much 
better, but the problem of the light 
may prove difficult to solve. FE. A. 
McGuire won the Singles, and gave a very 
fine display in the final, beating R. J. 
Sandys for the loss of only two games in 
three sets.

The world, and espe- 
cially Europe, has escaped a very grave 
danger, and yet markets are practically no 
better than they were before the agreement 


was reached. 


Attitude of the Public. 


Admittedly, much time must elapse before 
any real benefit acerues from the latest de- 
velopment in world politics, and, therefore, 
there is no excuse for a violent rise in prices, 
certainly not for a boom. At the same time 
it may be pointed out that previous to Pres!- 
dent. Hoover’s announcement the Stock 
markets were exceedingly depressed, with 
many securities greatly undervalued because ot 
the unfavourable surroundings. The outlook 
has now been greatly improved, and there 1s 
the prospect that something like a general 
economic recovery will be witnessed in due 
course. Perhaps, when this possibility 1s 
more generally recognised the public will take 
a more active interest in markets.
